New York, May 14.—‘Japan has 
looked Peano yy 6 an alliance with 
the United States, because, in  sub- 
cout. we pyteks it i this 
country as a re ry " le 
are desirous of having such titans 
if it could be arranged.

Thus spoke Baron Ozawa, member 
of the Hovse of Peers, and special re- 
presentative of the Emperor of Japan, 
in an interview to-night. The baron, 
who is vice-president of the Japanese 
Red Cross Society, was commissioned 
by his maesty to ascertain the exis- 
tence of the anti-Japanese feeling in 
this country, and to express the 
thanks of the emperor to those Ameri- 
cans who aided the Japanese during 
the severe famine in northwest Japan 
after the war with Russia. Baron’ Oz- 
awa said he would report to the em- 
peror that he found no evidence of 
anti-Japanese feeling existing any- 
where in the country outgide of San 
Francisco. 
| Asked if Japan proposed to allow 
“the open door” to the world in 
Manchuria, Baron Ozawa said: “There 
is so question about the door in Man- 
churia. Even before the war, with 
Russia we hoped for an open door, 
and it was for this and the peace of 
po! world that we fought in the far 
east.”

EARLY CLOSING BYLAW. 


And Several Others Passed at Meet 
ing of City Council. 


An early closing bylaw framed in 
keeping wth the islature enact- 
ments was passed at the meetng of 
the City Council last night. There 
were a number of other bylaws which 
were given their three readings and 
passed. The early closing bylaw pro. 
vides for closing of stores nt 6.30 
o'clock in the evening, and reopening 
not before 5 o’clock in the morning, 
except barbers’ shops, which may re- 
main open until 7 o'clock. This ap- 
plies only to stores of a general char- 
acter, It does not apply to tobacco 
stores, news stands, confectionery, 
fruit stores, or any place holding a li- 
cense, 

The by-law, whic hwas formerly in 
operation in the city was declared un- 
constitutional by Magistrate Wade 
some time ago. 

Alderman Daly raised an objection 
to the bylaw on the ground that it 
would inconvenience people. 

It was pointed out to him that prac- 
tically all of the stores affected by the 
new bylaw were now closing at 6 
o'clock, and that it was primarily in- 
tended for the benefit of the clerks 
employed in the stores. 

Another of the bylaws provided that 
no new street shall be less than 66 feet 
wide, and fo lane less than twenty 
feet wide, and that there shall be ac- 
cess to this lane at the rear of every 
property. Where new streets parallel 

w shall not beat a greater distance 

than 500 feet. All plans of sub- 

divisions shall be submitted ‘o the 

commissioners for approval before be-
